Tke orglaal maaalag may not bo s« 
well known to etty readera. aays the 
lO^nchhurg (Va.) correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Record.

Tablf cloths ^ho^lI(^ Ix' Htretoliwl tht> Inst thin>; tv fMr.' Ironiiii:. Ivicti 
cloth should theo be well soapiHsd, <linil)l.-<l .town itn lfii>;th n^Ut side oul 
^fbd and irooed with very hot ironB. For tliin h.Mivy irons are hest. nud 
M Ubmi Bust be praned until perfectly dry, else it will not Im> k1<»'<.v or 
ilMw the pftMem M it should. Even thin, ooatse goodfl, no finisliml, will 
look woll. The French method is. when it is ready to be irooed, to dip 
eaoh eldih into b6iling water, wring out raoidly between ahoeta and imnie' 
lately iron with very hot irons. As few foMa aa poaaibla aboald be irobed 
Sto table i-loths; fancy folding savors of hotek and restaurants. The same 
thinf? is true of napkins; the necessary folds should !)>■ |" i fi ( tly cvi-n 
Towels having embroidered initials should be foldetl iu iLr.'f, l.-n^jthwise, 
and the initiab akMdd be pnaaad oa the wnmgtUm is otdar lo niae the 
embroidery. 

Paiow eeaea, after being ironed on both sides, should lie oitened and 
^gpanitid (the side will adhere if starched), and any wrinkles then made 
•hoold be pressed out before folding. 

gUrtsand petticoiits should he iron.vl on ii Inia il rather than a talihv 
To keep them from being soiled, tho eloth-n Iwsk.-i should Ih> placnl uu 
deraeeth or a piece of muslia skoald be spread ou the tl<xir. 

Cobred gowns, black ones especially, should be ironed on the wrong 
side. This applies more particularly to the skirts, as the aleevee of waists 
must he finisli.Mi on tli.- rij<ht side. The cuffs of sbirtwaiata ahoold be iron- 
ed first, aud if w ishetl very stiff they should be dippetl into raw star^ when 
q^nkled. 

Stookinn should be pressed on the wrong side with a iiuhIi liitely hot 
il«a Ihea isWed oae or more timee. « 

Many honaewivea prefer not to have woven ooMoa and woolen under 
wear ironed; if they are a warm, not hot, iron should be used. 

Embroidered doilies atui i-enterpieivs are usually washed Ijj' them 
selvM. As soon as taken from the riu-in.; water they should Ih- snap{)»Ml 
and spread wrong side upwards ou a hrn\ \ -iinooth t^>\\■l^^ on the tal)le, oov 
ered with aeveral thicknesses of muslin or a iitte towel and prtssaed with hot 
izona until dry.

Almoal every lamp waala boiling ooeeaionally when the light bums 
dimly and no attention to oil or wick will make any diSerenoe. Take the 

l.imfi apart, remove the wick and then lx>il Irath burner and wiok in hot 
water iu which has Iseen thrown some sal soda. Whan every part haa been 
thoruu^'hiy cleaned and a.s thorou^'hly dried put ia the wiek, trial It, 111 the 
lamp with oil and the light will bv brilliant.

Not to put pencils into the mouth or muisteu theiu with the lips. 
Not to put money into the mouth. 
Not to put pins into the mouth. 
' Not to put anything into the mouth except food and drink and the 
tooth lirush. 

Not lo swap apple cores, candy, chewing gum, .t.i >la\ hiictieis, "half 
eaten Umji\. whistles or beaa blowers, or anything similar tliat in habitually 

put into the mouth. 

Teach the chihlren to wash the bands and face often. See that they 
ksM them dean. If a child ia coming down with a communicable d.;i«;.>-' 
it ia raan'onable to believe that there ie leaa chance of iafectiag persci. 
ud things if the hands and face are waahed deaa aad aot daabed with the 
secretions of the none and mouth. 

Teach the children to turn the face aside when couj/liinK hihI sneez- 
ing- - esjM-cially if they are faciiij,' iinotlier jwrson or when at the tahle. 

Children hh'iuld \m' tau(;ht that their l)islieh are their on ii private {toss 
essioDs; that itersoiial cleanliness is a duty; thatr the mouth is for eating 
and speaking and should not be naed as a pooket, and that the llpe should 
not take the place of fingers. 

Among the reaaons for the foregoing are: 

The poiaoaa of aome of the common and akK> aome of tlie most loath- 
aoma diMaaee are frec}ently oontained in the month. Tn such cases any 
thiag irbich is moistened by the saliva of the infected person may. if it 
toocass the lips of another, convey disease. The more direct the contact 
the greater the danger.

In 
Biany eases this is impossible. Little reetndnt ia put on certain mild dis- 
easee during the time that they are inftetioos. In many cases this is im- 
possible. Little restraint is put on certniti i:i ' ! ' ,~ •■ aa me.-isles, 
whooping cough, cbickeu|>ox and mumps and i - i, \, i:.,.,i..,.s as iliph- 
theria, scarlet fever, ami tuberculosis iire frecjuentiy so nnid as to l>e lui 
noticed, and children affecti-d with them mingle freely with others. It is 
probable thot in such ca.s*:-s one of the ehief rehidee of enataginn ia the 
secretion of the mouth and nose. 

It is believed that much can be done to prevent eontagioa by teaching 
habita of cleanliness. 

But if such instruction is to be effectual it must lie oontianooa. Tlie 
teaflher ahould notice and correct violatioae of the mote formal aohod roles 
of hygiene. 

Even if the queation of disease and contagion <iid not enter into the 
matter at all the subject ought to l)e yiven more attention hy teachers. 
Our schools should not only t- u li reiidiiij^. writiii;; ami arithmetic, hut it 
is perhafw ijuite as important tliat they should inculcate cleanliness, deo- 
aaey, refinemeut anil manners. 

Cleaolineaa should be taught for its own aake, even if it had no rela- 
to he»lth.—f From Journal of Medidne.

prits. 

It Is understood that the flrst ad- 
vance toward securing the evidence 
and other records was madp by those 
in leapup with hpn.itor Foraker Tho 
puriK»p Is to show that the secretary 
tit war has not. according to the negro 
soldli-rs. shriwn the same sympathetic 
treutnient as was shown their white 
brethren in this city.

An Ideal aoll fhr the growth of 
crope ahould be one eoatalaing the 
property of being friable, loose aad 
porous; one that retains a reasonable 
amount of molature and heat; one 
that wriu allow itaelf to be worked over 
easily and of which drainage is good; 
one whose aeration or ventilation Is 
good. To get such a soil we would 
recommend the following composition: 

1. A certain f mount of clay, enough 
to regulate the capacity of the soil for 
water aad heat aa well as aUaeral 
matter. 

2. A certain aiunnn! of humus to 
supply nutrition and refulate capacity 
for molatore. heat aad ah aa riea l ao- 
Uoa. 

S. A eertala amount of sand to In- 
crease caitacity for drainage and till- 
age 

This would, in brief, furnish a Rood 
mixture of the various soils f.u mrh 
ellmate as Is found in this middle 
■erthwest
